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Claims 1-94 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over White in 
view of Fjelstad Hagihara and Moran and Japan 4-214650. 
Note White stop means 18. It would have been obvious to form the White beam with a 
projection in view of Hagihartp Japan. Also obvious to fonn a stop on the beam in view of 
Moran at 22. Claim 1 limitations do not avoid White with (f,g.2) all of beam to right of 13 
leadline read as end of beam. Also see claims 28, 39, 48, 78, 90 that do not require stop to be 
spaced apart from tip. Also obvious to use Fjelstad type compressible stop 700.For claim 68 

Claims 1-94 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102fb) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Trenaty,Hagihara or gelstad.
